Home prices in many parts of the 
country scream bargain, and mort- 
gage rates haven’t been this low for 
decades. So, why are houses across 
the nation sitting on the market 
for so long? 

Sales of previously occupied 
homes in the United States fell 
27 percent in July, the weakest 
showing in 15 years, the National 
Association of Realtors said Tues- 
day. It was the largest monthly drop 
in the four decades that records 
have been kept. 

Potential buyers are hesitating 
because they think home prices 
still have further to fall. Potential 
sellers — those with the stomach 
to put their homes on the market 
at all, anyway — are reluctant to 
lower their prices. 

“It really is a self-fulfilling 
prophecy,” said Aaron Zapata, a 
real estate agent in Brea, Calif “If 
all buyers perceive that home pric-

es are coming down, then they will 
stop making offers — and home 
prices will come down.” 

While the standoff plays out, 
home sales are plummeting.

stem Cell Fight Goes On 



U.S. to appeal court 
ruling while dozens 
of experiments stall 

Washington 

The government will quickly appeal 
a court ruling that undercut fed- 
erally funded embryonic stem cell 
research, the Obama administra- 
tion declared Tuesday, but dozens of 
experiments aimed at fighting spi- 
nal cord injuries, Parkinson’s dis- 
ease and other ailments probably 
will stop in the meantime. 

The White House and scientists 
said Monday’s court ruling was 
broader than first thought because 
it would prohibit even the more 
restricted stem cell research allowed 
for the past decade under President 
George W. Bush’s rules. 

The Justice Department said 
an appeal is expected this week 
of the federal judge’s preliminary 
injunction that disrupted an entire 
field of science. 

That initial ruling won’t stop all 
the work that scientists call critical 
to finding new therapies for dev- 


astating diseases. The National 
Institutes of Health told anxious 
researchers late Tuesday that if 
they’ve already received money 
this year they can keep doing their 
stem cell experiments. 

But 22 projects that were due 
to get yearly checks in September, 
$54 million worth, “will be stopped 
in their tracks,” said NIH Direc- 
tor Francis Collins — meaning a 
waste of the millions those scien- 
tists already have spent unless they 
can find private dollars to keep the 


stem cells alive. Dozens more pro- 
posals won’t get a hearing pending 
the court case’s conclusion. 

“This decision has just poured 
sand into the engine of discovery,” 
Collins said. 

President Obama, who last 
year ordered an expansion of stem 
cell research, “put forward strin- 
gent ethical guidelines, and he 
thinks that his policy’s the right 
one,” Deputy Press Secretary Bill 
Burton told reporters Tuesday.

Vilsack, who apologized to Sher- 
rod for pushing her out, had offered 
her a new position in the Office of 
Advocacy and Outreach, which 
works on civil rights issues. 

“I think I can be helpful to him 
and the department if I just take a 
little break and look at how I can 
be more helpful in the future,” 


Sherrod said. “I look forward to 
some type of relationship with the 
department in the future.” 

Vilsack said he had worked 
hard to get Sherrod to return and 
added: “Shirley has unique oppor- 
tunities here.” 

Formerly the agency’s director of 


rural development in Georgia, Sher- 
rod was forced to resign after con- 
servative blogger Andrew Breitbart 
posted snippets of a March speech 
in which she appeared to make rac- 
ist remarks. Sherrod repeated Tues- 
day that she plans to sue Breitbart.

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Islamist Rebels Kill 32 in Somalia 


Disguised militants 
slaughter group 
after ‘war’ declared 

Mogadishu, Somalia 

Islamist militants wearing Somali 
military uniforms stormed a hotel 
favored by lawmakers in the war- 
battered capital Tuesday, firing 
and killing 32 people, including 
six parliamentarians. 

A suicide bomber and one of the 
gunmen was also killed in the hour- 
long brazen attack just a half-mile 
from the presidential palace. The 
attack showed the insurgent group 
al-Shabab, which controls wide 


areas of Somalia, can penetrate 
even the few blocks of the capital 
under the control of the government 
and African Union troops. 

Tuesday’s well-planned assault 
came one day after al-Shabab 
warned of a new “massive war.” 
Sheik Ali Mohamud Rage, an insur- 
gent spokesman, said the attack by 
members of the group’s “special 
forces” targeted government lead- 
ers, foreign agents and “apostates” 
at the $10-a-night Muna Hotel. 

Survivors of the hour-long 
slaughter described seeing bod- 
ies strewn throughout the hotel 
and people scrambling to safety 
through windows. 

After it was over, Somali govern-

ment forces tied the body of one of 
the dead assailants to the back of a 
pickup truck and dragged it through 
the dusty streets of the capital. 


Tuesday’s attack only extended 
the stream of warfare that rattled 
Mogadishu on Monday, when 40 
civilians died in fighting between 
al-Shabab and Somali and African 
Union troops. 

Somalia’s deputy prime minister 
told AP that 19 civilians, six mem- 
bers of parliament, five security 
forces and two hotel workers were 
killed Tuesday — a total of 32. 

“The only intention of this 
group is to destroy the nation, 
massacre people and then finally 
hand the country to ruthless for- 
eigners,” Somali President Sheik 
Sharif Sheik Ahmed said. mal=

In War Milestone, 50K Soldiers Left in Iraq 



Baghdad 

The number of U.S. soldiers in Iraq 
dipped Tuesday to 49,700, dropping 
below the 50,000 threshold ahead 
of the end-of-the-month deadline 
set by President Obama.

Until the end of 2011, U.S. troops 
will mostly focus on training Iraqi 
soldiers and police to take over the 
nation’s still-shaky security. They 
will counsel Iraqi officials on how 
to endear themselves to their citi- 
zens, whether through handing out 
soccer balls to kids or building irri- 
gation systems for farmers. 

But they will also still be on

China Passenger Plane

Beijing 

A Chinese passenger jet overshot a 
fog-shrouded runway in the coun- 
try’s northeast and burst into flames 
Tuesday, killing 43 people and injur- 
ing 53 others, state media said. 

The Henan Airlines plane with 
crew members and 91 passengers 
aboard crashed in Heilongjiang 
province’s Yichun city, the official 
Xinhua News Agency said. 

China Central Television quot- 
ed Sun Bangnan, deputy director 
of the Heilonjiang Public Securi- 
ty Department, as saying that 43 
bodies had been recovered and that 
53 people were rescued and taken 


to local hospitals. 

Wang Xuemei, vice mayor of 
Yichun, told CCTV that three of 
them were in critical condition but 
gave no details. 

The plane, which Xinhua said 
was a Brazilian-made Embraer 
E-190 jet, had taken off from Hei- 
longjiang’s capital of Harbin short- 
ly before 9 p.m. and crashed in 
heavy fog during landing at the 
Lindu airport a little more than 
an hour later. 

An official surnamed Qi at the 
Yichun No. 1 People’s Hospital said 
30 people had been brought there 
for treatment, with most suffering

Four vie for position 
in Congress with 
little power, one goal 

Washington 

Every two years, voters here pick 
a shadow congressman, a position 
with little clout and one responsi- 
bility: lobbying to make D.C. the 
51st state. 

There’s no salary and no ability 
to vote in Congress, but four resi- 
dents still want the decades-old gig 
that has few perks aside from an 
office on Pennsylvania Avenue. 

The current office holder pro- 
poses bringing attention to Wash- 
ington’s plight by hoisting a STstar 
flag over the city government build- 
ing. His challenger, 25-year-old law 
school student Nate Bennett-Flem- 
ing, plans a summer lobbying cam- 
paign and says he was put on the 
planet to win statehood. The two 
Democrats face each other in a 
September primary, and two more 
candidates will join in the Novem- 


ber general election. But many vot- 
ers are still in the dark about the 
contest. 

Current shadow Mike Panet- 
ta explains it this way: The per- 
son lobbies to make D.C. a state, 
but he and his challengers are 
essentially running “to say who 
is going to be the best volunteer 
for the District.” 

The nation’s capital already 
has a member of Congress, Dem- 
ocrat Eleanor Holmes Norton. She 


has been the city’s delegate since 
1991 but isn’t allowed to vote on 
the House floor. To push for full 
representation, city voters created 
the shadow representative position 
and two “shadow senators” in the 
1980s, though only the representa- 
tive is up for election this year. 

“I view this as a time when we 
can make a change and we can 
make history,” said Bennett-Flem- 
ing, who has interned in Norton’s

A Jam Session in China 


Days-long traffic pileup spotlights the costs of country’s meteoric economic rise 


Beijing 

China has just been declared the 
world’s second-biggest economy, 
and now it has a monster traffic 
jam to match. 

Triggered by road construction, 
the snarl began 11 days ago and was 
60 miles long at one point. Reach- 
ing almost to the outskirts of Bei- 
jing, traffic still creeps along in fits 
and starts, and the crisis could last 
for another three weeks, author- 
ities say. 

It’s a metaphor for a nation that 
sometimes chokes on its own break- 
neck growth. 

In the worst-hit stretches of the 
road in northern China, drivers pass 
the time sitting in the shade of their 
immobilized trucks, playing cards, 
sleeping on the asphalt or bargain- 
ing with price-gouging food vendors. 
Many of the trucks carrying fruit 
and vegetables are unrefrigerated, 
the cargoes assumed rotten. 

On Sunday, the eighth day of the 
near-standstill, trucks moved less 
than a mile on the worst section, 
said Zhang Minghai, a traffic direc- 
tor in Zhangjiakou, a city about 90 
miles northwest of Beijing. China 
Central Television reported Tues- 
day that some vehicles had been 
stuck for five days. 

No portable toilets were set up 
along the highway, leaving only two 
apparent options — hike to a ser- 
vice area or into the fields. 

But there were no reports of vio- 
lent road rage, and the main com- 
plaint heard from drivers was about 
villagers on bicycles making a kill- 
ing selling boxed lunches, bottled 
water to drink — at 10 yuan ($1.50), 
10 times the normal price, accord- 
ing to Chinese media reports — and 
heated water for noodles. 

The traffic jam built up on the 
Beijing-Tibet highway, on a section 
that links the capital to the Chi- 
nese region of Inner Mongolia. The

The mega-blockage in 
China— the second in two 
months on a stretch of road 
about 130 miles northwest 
ofthe capital— is a tale 
of deceit and criminality 
thatspeaks volumes about 
China’s breakneck economic 
development. And behind 
the traffic chaos stands King 
Coal. China relies on coal 
for 70 percent of its energy 
needs. Foryears, small 
illegal coal mines in the 
province of Shanxi provided 
Beijing and its surroundings 
with a good deal of coal, but 
so many of the mines would 
collapse or explode, and 
so many miners would die, 
(more than 1,600 nationwide 
lastyear, according to 
official figures) that the local 
authorities have closed most 
of them down.

main reason traffic has increased 
on this partially four-lane highway 
is the opening of coal mines in the 
northwest, vital for the booming 
economy. 

The immediate cause of the traf- 
fic jam that began Aug. 14 is con- 
struction on one of three southbound 
highways feeding into Beijing. 

Authorities hope to ease the snarl 
by letting more trucks into the cap- 
ital, especially at night, said Zhang. 
They also asked trucking compa- 
nies to suspend operations and 
advised drivers to take few other 
available routes. 

Alan Pisarski, author of “Com- 
muting in America,” said the worst 
traffic jams in U.S. history tend to 
be associated with natural disas- 
ters, such as people fleeing Hurri- 
cane Katrina or the collapse of the 
upper deck of a freeway in Oakland, 
Calif, in the 1989 earthquake. 

Traffic arrangements built up 
over generations in the U.S. are 
lacking in much of China, said Bob 
Honea, director of the University of 
Kansas Transportation Research 
Institute, who has visited China. 

“We’ll see this problem more and 
more often. It’s true of every devel- 
oping country,” he said. 

Honea said the U.S. has never 
seen a traffic jam as big as the one 
now bedeviling northern China, but 
he noted that traffic in Los Angeles 
“is pretty bad. It’s not a highway; it’s

During the offseason, a league 
source told The Washington Post 
that the Redskins had concerns 
about their depth behind top back 
Clinton Portis and were even consid- 
ering extending an offer to former 
longtime backup Ladell Betts.

He has been listed behind Portis 
and Johnson since the first depth 
chart was released, but it seems 
Johnson’s ineffective outing has left 
the door ajar for Parker to make a 


move if he performs well. 

At this point, many in the orga- 
nization privately acknowledge that 
Portis, barring unforeseen circum- 
stances, will line up as a starter Sept. 
12 against the Dallas Cowboys. Who 
will be his primary backup?

So what is it about Jonathan Fran- 
zen and poo? In 2001, his break- 
through novel, “The Corrections,” 
was momentarily stunk up by a 
scene in which an old man imag- 
ines his feces talking back to him. 
A decade later, Franzen’s more

What seemed like a sophomoric 
indulgence in that earlier tour de 
force now smells stale. 

Which is one of the problems 
with “Freedom.” We’ve read this 
story before in “The Corrections,” 
back when its satire of contemporary 
family, business and politics sounded 
fresh, when its revival of social real- 
ism was so boisterous that it ripped 
the hinges off the doors of American 
literature. The most anticipated novel 
of this year gives us a similarly toxic 
stew of domestic life, but Franzen’s 
wit has mostly boiled away. 

Cannily, the slyest part comes 
up front: a 23-page preface that 
outlines the rise and fall of Wal- 
ter and Patty Berglund’s marriage. 
It’s classic Franzen, an acidic take 


on suburban life and particularly 
green yuppies, “the super-guilty 
sort of liberals who ... lacked the 
courage of their privilege.” This 
tale of neighborly spite is the kind 


that lets you relish your own supe- 
riority — if you don’t recoil at the 
narrator’s smugness, which is per- 
haps what separates Franzen’s fans 
from his detractors. 


But even readers won over, as 
I was, by the opening summary 
of the Berglunds’ collapse will be 
flummoxed by the novel’s next sec- 
tion: a long reminiscence written 
by depressed, alcoholic Patty at the 
suggestion of her therapist. 

When Franzen drops the Patty 
mask around page 200, we can 
finally enjoy his exquisite sentenc- 
es without reservation. Love him 
or hate him — the critical extrem- 
ism he inspires demands every- 
body pick a side — you’ve got to 
admit he’s an extraordinary stylist.

MA: I’ve been playing since 2006. 
I went to Blues and Swing week 
at the Augusta Heritage Center in 
West Virginia and heard Pops Bay- 
less, whose band. Shorty Long, is 
based in Austin. I fell in love with 


his goofy songs and incredible 
jazz chords on the dobro uke. I 
bought his songbook, “American 
Novelty,” a $25 uke online and 
went to town.

SC: The first music I really listened 
to that featured the ukulele was 
Maureen’s, on her album, “Nos- 
talgia,” that she released before 
we formed the Sweater Set.

Kathleen Koch grew up in a home 
filled with stories. Her father was a 
“voracious” reader, and her moth- 
er was a teacher. Together, the two 
instilled a love of reading in Koch 
and her four siblings.

Visit Tokyo on the Cheap 


City blends ancient 
destination with 
modern opulence 

One of the most fascinating things 
about Tokyo is the way it combines 
both the ancient and the modern. 
Or rather, the way it doesn’t com- 
bine them at all, so the new and 
the old are side by side ever 3 rwhere 
you turn. 

Take the metro to the Chiyoda 
Ward in central Tokyo and you’ll 
find yourself surrounded by a tan- 
gle of glass and steel skyscrapers 
— until out of nowhere appears a 
moat, a pavilion of neatly trimmed 
grass and the hulking stone walls 
of the imperial palace. 

That’s another fascinating thing 
about Tokyo: Despite its enormous 
size and high-tech opulence, much of 
the city is remarkably affordable. 

Accommodations 

Unless you speak Japanese, you 
won’t make it very far cold-calling 
Tokyo’s budget-priced hotels. Good 
English is generally spoken only at 
top-of-the-line accommodations 
and pricier business hotels. 

A good place for budget travel- 
ers to start is Agoda.com, an Eng- 
lish-language website that special- 
izes in travel bookings in Asia. A 
search for Tokyo hotels turns up 
hundreds of hits, including quite a 
few for less than $70 a night. 

Getting Around 

Tokyo has one of the finest under- 
ground train systems in the world. 
It’s cheap, safe and oh, so fast. 

The downside is that, for first- 
time visitors, the tangled web of 
train lines can be extraordinari- 
ly confusing. Mercifully, stations 
have signs in English and Japanese.

Old Tokyo 

One of the first stops for budget- 
minded travelers should be the 
sprawling Tsukiji fish market. You 
can spend hours roaming the mar- 
ket’s corridors, ogling ice troughs 
full of arm-sized fish and chowing 


down on some of the freshest sushi 
on the planet. It’s best visited early 
in the morning, when the vendors 
are still well-stocked. 

Another piece of old Tokyo not 
to be missed is the Meiji Jingu 
shrine. 

New Tokyo 

Take in all of Tokyo’s vastness from 
high up with a visit to the Tokyo 
Tower, which offers a panoramic 
view of all the sprawl. A ticket to 
the main observatory costs 980 
yen ($11.47) and takes you 492 feet 
high, offering a view that stretches 
to Mount Fuji on a clear day. 

Eating 

First-time travelers might expect 
sushi to be consumed in abundance 
in Japan, but most of the fish eaten 
here is not raw. Like in the U.S., 
sushi in Japan is consumed spar- 
ingly and is something of a delica- 
cy. That said, you should still sam- 
ple as much raw fish as your bank 
account allows because it’s sure to 
rank among the best you’ll ever eat.

Eat Your Words 

Everybody deserves a second 
chance, right? It might be time to 
extend the olive branch (and olive 
oil) to dishes that did you wrong as 
a kid. Here are some suggestions. 


Oh, Grow Up! 


Rethink your childish disgust for 
Brussels sprouts and lima beans 


Throughout his childhood 

and adolescence, David Duffy hated 
beets. Until the day he didn’t. 

“I was 19, washing dishes in a 
restaurant, and the chef there had a 
beet soup he made everybody try,” 
says Duffy, now kitchen manager/ 
head chef of Cafe Green (1513 17th 
St. NW; 202-234-0538). “It was 
delicious. I was shocked! Beets are 
one of my favorite foods now.” 

Taste-bud turnarounds and an 
increasing appetite for formerly 
detested dishes are common for 
many of us as we get older. The 
Brussels sprouts we swore off at 
age 5 suddenly become crave-wor- 
thy at 25. At restaurants, we find 
ourselves ordering the sweetbreads 
we gagged on as teens. Maturing 
palates and attitudes explain such 
hate-love relationships. 

“Sometimes children don’t like 
strong foods,” says Annie Bell, the 
London-based author of “Gorgeous 
Vegetables” ($20, Kyle Books). “For 
me, it was olives and Stilton. Now I 
like them. We’re probably more sen- 


sitive when we’re children.” 

Young eaters still learning not 
to judge books (or bok choys) by 
their exteriors can get turned off by 
unusual appearances (green=gross) 
or unappetizing descriptors (Who 
wants to eat escargots when you’ve 
just spotted a snail in the garden?). 
There’s also what you might call the 
Texture Test: “As a child, I hated 
things like egg white and fat on 
meat; anything slimy,” Bell says. 

But today’s foodie-friendly 
world helps people move beyond 
old grudges. Take Brussels sprouts, 
which have long suffered from 
being boiled into mushy oblivion 
and served to pouting children. 
Drizzle olive oil, salt and pepper 
over them, roast in a dish for 15 to 
20 minutes at 350 degrees, and the 
mini-cabbages taste entirely dif- 
ferent and more mouth-watering. 

“Our attitude toward vegeta- 
bles has changed hugely,” Bell says. 
“Twenty-five years ago, they weren’t 
treated as intrinsic ingredients that 
could star with other foods. Now,

we are so much more creative with 
how we cook them.” 

That innovation extends beyond 
the produce aisle, too. With a menu of 
French-German specialties, Arling- 
ton’s Lyon Hall (3100 N. Washing- 
ton Blvd.; 703-741-7636) does a brisk 
business selling delicacies that were 
once cringe-worthy, such as frogs’ 
legs and escargots. “When we put 
the menu together, we did think 
about perception [of dishes like frogs’ 
legs],” says chef Andy Bennett. “It’s 
never going to compete with steak 
and fries, but we sell a good amount 
of them.” 

Bennett believes expectations 
and appearances influence wheth- 
er someone enjoys a dish. In Lyon 
Hall’s first week of business last 
spring, frogs’ legs were served on 
the bone, still looking like, well, 
Kermit’s appendages. Reception 
was lukewarm. Then, the chef 
began using legs as just a compo- 
nent of the dish, roasting the bone- 
less meat with vegetables. It sold 
more often, and the menu switch 
became permanent. “It’s in people’s 
heads,” Bennett says. “A big part of 
it is visual perception and breaking 
that down. After that, nine times 
out of 10 people like it.” 

Rick Cook, executive chef of 
BlackSalt Restaurant (4883 Mac- 
Arthur Blvd.; 202-342-9101), often 
finds himself upending long-held 
misconceptions about seafood. 


w Kale: Saute these leafy greens 
with just a bit of olive oil, salt, 
pepper and garlic. Add some flavor 
with lemon water, recommends chef 
David Duffy, whose Cafe Green 
serves sauteed lemony kale as an 
accompaniment to its popular mac 
and cheese. Another option: Make 
kale chips by chopping the greens, 
tossing them in oil and salt, and 
baking them in the oven. 
w Lima beans: Try balancing the 
rich, “bean-y" flavor of these 
legumes with a tomato-based stew 
or sauce, Duffy says. “When the acid 
of the tomatoes comes into the 
beans, the flavor melts together and 
you’re not just tasting the big lima 
bean." 

» Beets: Skip the canned stuff and 
shop for fresh, local beets at the 
farmers market, Duffy recom- 
mends. Try adding roasted beets to 
salads, or grill them with other 
seasonal veggies. Duffy added beets 
to Cafe Green’s root vegetable chili 
this spring. 

w Sardines: These tiny, pungent 
fish have gotten a bad rap by being 
served straight from a can, says 
BlackSalt executive chef Rick Cook. 
He recently prompted his sardine- 
hating parents to come around on 
them when he grilled fresh ones 
with olive oil. “If the quality’s right, 
they’re really light and tasty.’’ k.a. 


“People will come in and say, T 
don’t want bluefish; it’s oily,’ or T 
hate mackerel.’ Maybe you had a 
bad piece of it.” Finding fresh sea- 
food isn’t as difficult as it was a gen- 
eration ago, meaning a stinky fish 
memory could be unfairly clouding 
your opinion of seafood today, he 
says. “Have an open mind.” 

Cook himself was once a picky 
eater, until some delectable foie 
gras convinced him to expand his 
horizons. He says, “It just snapped 
for me to give every single thing a 
chance.” katie aberbach (express)
